Elijah, who alo ne kept the 
wicked Jezebel fro m ruining he: 
husband’s race. 
Unhappily, ho wever, we have ree 
o rd o f exceedingly few sermo ns 
preached by pro phets befo re the 
middle o f the Eighth century B. G. 
No t until the co ming o f that strange 
character named Amo s do Hie real 
"literary pro phets" make their ap­ 
pearance. 
It is significant that, 
tho ugh Arno s preached in Israel, he 
' came fro m a village. 
liis so ul was revo lted at th# 
wickedness o f the rich Israelites 
So o ne autumn, during rhe festival

his ho me in Teko a—and began to 
speak Go d’s wo rd in the temple 
there. 
Bitterly he deno uuced the 
drunken thro ng, and lo ud did he 
cry that despite the present pro s­ 
perity there wo uld so o n be terro r 
In all Israel. Fo r Jeho vah, the Go d

works casualties, incident to the j 
celebration of Independence Day,; 
is thus set forth by the A m erican, 
Museum of Safety: 
Killed by fireworks. 161; burn­ 
ed to death when clothing became 
ignited, 54 (of whom 52 wore chil­ 
dren under five years 
of 
age), 
children burned to death by what 
were termed “harmless sparklers,’ 
21; shot bv “unloaded guns” 
or 
stray bullets, 32; Lost one or both 
eyes, 31 (while about 300 others 
suffered eye injuries). 
In addi­ 
tion, some 1.900 persons were in­ 
jured in one way or another dur­ 
ing the year in question by fire­ 
works. 
State and 
municipal 
officials, 
parents and others should co-oper­ 
ate whole-heartedly in a 
move­ 
ment to prevent this slaughter and 
maiming of innocents. 
Statutes regulating the storage, 
.sale and display 
of 
five-works 
are effective in 
a 
number 
jf 
States; while 
many 
cities 
and 
towns have 
ordinances 
limiting 
the sale of five-works to 
public 
and quasi-public organizations, to 
be discharged by 
such 
in 
safe 
places only. 
Observes of 
Inde­ 
pendence Day in this manner has 
proven most successful, and at the 


same time has resulted in 
very 
materially reducing the casualties 
formerly incident 
to 
celebrating 
the occasion. 
It is the duty of specified local 
officials to enforce both the statu­ 
tory and ordinance regulations in 
the matter of the sale and use of 
fire-works. 
Every dealer should 
make certain that he is and acts 
within the provisions of such reg­ 
ulations. 
Ignoranpe of the 
same 
is no excuse in the eyes of the law. 
The penalties and liabilities 
for 
violations of State laws and mun- 
cipal ordinances are plainly 
set 
forth. 
The discharging 
of 
fire-works 
on July 4 and a few 
days 
prior 
thereto does not help the cause of 
patriotism. 
That cause 
can 
be 
better 
served, 
without 
picnics, 
games and other outdoor sports. 
A strict 
enforcement 
of 
the 
statutes in effect in a number of 
States and the ordinances of many 
cities and towns will 
save 
life, 
limb and eyesight, and avert the 
destruction of much property by 
fire, so frequently due 
to 
fire­ 
works.

Carbon dioxide is widely used 
in England in preserving

and vegetables in storage.

the climate is cool and little 
re- j 
frigeration is need to supplement j 
the gas teatment. 
In the United j 
States this plan 
could 
not 
be j 
adopted 
widely, 
because 
h o t! 
weather makes it necessary to use j 
considerable refrigeration, in ad- j 
dition to the gas treatment.
